Recreation Conflicts 

Noted in UVM Survey 

BURLINGTON - (Special - 
Significant outdoor recreation 
conflicts exist in Vermont. 

That's the .conclusion of an 
interim ref^rt issued by a 
University of Vermont Forestry 
Depart mein research group. 

The study, ;.n its second year 
seeks to record and evaluate 
conflicts among various outdoor 
recreation groups. 

■ We have a static recreation 
resource base available in 
Vermont." said Dr. John J. 

Lindsay, outdoor recreation 
specialist at the Vermoni 
Agricultural Experiment Station 
and director of the project. ’But 
the demand for recreation areas 
is dynamic and increasing. " 

Although data is still being 
collected, some tentative 
patterns of recreation conflict 
have begun to appear. 

The greatest friction. Lindsir* 
said, exists.,bet ween motorized 
and pedestrian outdoor 


enthusiasts. Conflicts also 
frequently involve landowners 
who leel their property rights 
have been violated 

The researcher hopes that this 
project will not only influence 
reasonable land use legislation, 
but also regulations governing 
private lands and even 
agreements between individuals 

The project, federally funded, 
is the first of its kind in the 
nation. 

A team of students from the 
UVM Forestry Department 
collected data throughout the 
summer under Lindsay's 
direction. Respondents indicate 
their own experiences on a 
written form in the presence of 
the interviewers. Twelve 
hundred randomly selected 
Vermonters will have been 
interviewed when the project is 
dieted.

w^hin their units ” Prime 
responsibility for the program is 
given to the division's assistant 
chief of staff for intelligence, 
who is to coordinate it with the 
staff judge advocate, provost 
marshal. Command 
Investigation Division, and equal 
opportunity staff officer as well 
as with military'intelligence. 

it assigns thy intelligence 
commander to ’’complete 
division-wide reports lor 
analysis to aid in pinpointing 
potential trouble areas, and 
prevent further dissident 
activities'' and to ’provide 
commanders with guidance 
regarding the handling of 
problem areas of dissident 
activities.’' 

The indicators of diasidence 
suggested to the people assigned 
to carry out the intelligence 
gathering program include such 
things as; "Complaints to 
NCO's. officers, LG. tthe Army 
inspector general i, news media 
or congressmen about Living 
conditions, harassment, unfair 
treatment, el cetera," or 
' 'distribution of underground 
newspapers or agitation bv 
military personnel or bv 
civilians." 

The army here resolutely 
refuses to go beyond Defense 
Department statements putting 
the ant i-dissident measures in 
the context of several violent 
bombings of Army installations 
in Germany during the past two 
years.

it was only after the arrival of 
artificial ice at UVM. Norwich and 
Middlcbury that these schools became 
hockey powers, and that their 
communities could enjoy regularly 
scheduled skating sessions. And they 
have heen joined <or soon will bef by 
St. Jobnt$bury. Essex, St. Albans and 
Barre. 

New Rutland has an opportunity to 
join them, loo. The Rutland! Amateur 
Hockey Association is campaigning for 
funds to install an artificial ice rink in 
the new 4-H building to be constructed 
at the Fairgrounds. The facility would 
be available for figure skating and 
general skating as well as for hockey, 
and would be available to community 
recreation groups and private groups 
as well as the general public. 

The Rutland County Agricultural 
Society has offered the use of the 
building from November through 
March free of charge. It’s a 
recreational opportunity that shouldn’t 
he lost.

The campaign For funds for an artificial fcw unit will begin in 
earnest Wednesday evening when area parents conduct a house 
to-hou&e canva&S. 

The project, which has an avowed goal of $60,000 in cash and 
pledges bv Sept 1. is the undertaking of the Holland Amateur 
Hockey Association. The money will be used to purchase the 
ice making unit. which will then be housed in a new barn on the 
Hull and Fairgrounds. 

The campaign is an enormous undertaking, much larger than 
many ot the RAH A persiTUCl realized. But as yet. the group ts 
□ndetered bv constant pessimistic words. 

Right now. our biggest problem is getting people to realize 
that they are not contributing to the fair association, but to the 
hockey association, said Chris Webber. Jr., one of ft AH As 
premier organizers. 

A I of ol people seem hesitant to contribute because they 
think they will be contributing to thu fair grounds That's not 
so The hockey association will own the rink, and the Fair 
grounds is just giving us free use of the building. Webber said 
early this week. 

The artificial ice unit would be housed in a large building off 
Cootidge Avenue. The fair association will construct the 
building under any circumstances, whether or not RAHA can 
raise its necessary lands 

What thu fair association has done was to agree to alter ‘ 
certain specifications of I he building so thai it would be ; 
suitable !o house a toll size hockey rink 

We’ve already raised some money (notably contributions 
from a local bank and a group of local realtors, j but we’ve had 
to use most of it to get our campaign underway. So far. we’ve 
concern rated on advertising, organizing and splitting up the 
duties." Webber explained 

Hill Hogan and Hob Dikcmun wilt coordinate Wednesday's 
house-< c-house campaign, aided by campaign director Bill 
Parker Thus far. the drive has been concentrated in the city 
but Webber hopes to extend it throughout the county. 

But that is a little bigger undertaking than we realized/’ 
sighed Webber. The group has been under a deadline pressure 
since the association must have the basis of a downpayment 
for the artificial ice unit by Sept. 1 That way. the unit could be 
ordered for delivery by Dec. I. 

Right now. Webber hopes that 5.000 households will be able to 
contribute 110 each. The amount could be entirely paid now. or 
pledged with payments of $2.00 made each month through 
December.

For Kids, Winter May Be Long 


Within the past few decades, our country has 
become probably the most sports-conscious one 
in the world. We have more forms of spectator 
athletics than any other, and in recent years 
there has been a heavy emphasis on 
participating as well. 

Because sports arc not absolutely essential 
for survival, it is understandable that concern is 
expressed over athletics now that the energy 
shortage has evolved into a full-fledged crisis. 

It becomes a question of priorities, and. 
fortunately or unfortunately, organized 
athletics rank well down on the list. 

There hasn’t been much outright criticism 
yet.sinceno one is reallv sure just how short of 
critical energy we are. nor do they know what 
the whims of winter will be. 

The most evident areas of concern in 
athletics, in Vermont at least, have centered 
around the ski areas, the state’s second largest 
industry. 

The potential loss of trade on the weekends, 
particularly with the shutdown of gas stations 
from Saturday night through Sunday, has ski 
areas considering various methods of inducing 
the skier to continue North. Shuttle buses, car 
pools and the revival of ski trains have all been 
discussed. 

Now. as colleague Charlie Spencer mentioned 
a couple of weeks ago. the concern has spread 
into high school sports. In the first statement of 
any sort by an official body, the Vermont 
Superintendents Association Monday at least 
indicated that interscholastic sports this winter 
may be curtailed, or even cancelled. 

Though no position had yet been taken 
officially, the group Monday discussed several 
alternatives: eliminate long trips, reschedule 
evening games to afternoon, combine boys’ and 
girls schedules, and eliminate interscholastic 
competition entirely. 

None of the proposals are particularly 
appealing, but apparently one will have to be 
instituted. The superintendents are far more 
expert than I in the study of energy supply and 
demand, and therefore will have to make the 


final decision without many recommendations 
from me 

Most understandable would be the canceling 
of games against teams far away: i.e., 
Brattleboro vs. Rutland or MSJ If there’s no 
gasoline, there's no viable alternative to travel 

However, setting the thermostat back to 50 
degrees at night might not be as detrimental as 
the superintendents might suspect. Certainly, 
most athletes have played in the oft-poorly 
heated recreation gyms that abound throughout 
the state, and spectators can certainly keep 
warm enough by wearing a coat or sweater 
throughout the game. 

Basketball, in this area, is the major indoor 
winter sport, and it can be cool playing at 50 
degrees, but it is a possibility Some boys and 
girls may opt not to play, anyways. 

But varsity and junior varsity sports concern 
only a relatively small number of athletes, 
anyways, and what might be of more concern 
are the intramural and recreation department 
programs that would also suffer. 

Without these courts open, there may be an 
awful lot of youngsters without much to do. One 
counter-argument is that these young people 
may well use up the same amount of energy by 
watching television, or just plain hanging 
around at home 

While the high school programs will be the 
most visible to suffer, the elementary schools 
would also be expected to curtail their 
programs as well. Even more kids would be 
home. . 

T The stress on Rutland recreation department 
superintendeaLJohn Cioffredi and his 
j counterparts arouna~ttie~statc will be enormous 
Vto find adequate ways of providing recreation 
both to youngsters and older people. 
f It is not an enviable task 

Within the next few weeks, the decisions will 
be made, at the local, high school, and the 
collegiate levels. The state colleges may be out 
for several weeks, thus upsetting athletic 
scheduling. 

It may be a longer, colder, drearier winter 
than anyone had suspected 


Vandal Is 
Placed On 
Probation 

A 15-year-old local boy was 
placed on probation and ordered 
to make restitution to the city 
Monday after he was convicted 
in Rutland Juvenile Court of a 
destruction of property charge 
The lad was charged bv city 
police with breaking a bench in 
Main Street Park last month, 
after he was caught in the act by 
a passing patrolman. Police also 
charged that the boy tried to 
break open a door on the park’s 
bandstand 

The boy's name is kept secret 
because of a state law which 
forbids public access to juvenile 
court records. But his sentence 
was made public because of 
recent vandalism at the park 
which has resulted in destruction 
of several park benches 
The city used to purchase the

Problems at the city park have 
ranged from excessive 
vandalism of benches. lights, 
shrubs and the bandstand to 
citizen reports of •love- 
making," defecation and drug 
incidents on the part of park 
patrons. 

Aldermen Monday will 
consider these measures to curb 
unwanted behavior at the park: 

— Hiring an additional police 
juvenile officer at $5,627 to help 
keep an eye on the park. 

- Installing high-intensity 
lights at a cost of $100 per month 
per light Presently there are 
five lower-intensity lights at the 
park 

- Initiating a 9 a.m.-to-dawn 
parking ban in the park vicinity 

The recommendations were 
reached at a meeting last 
Tuesday of the aldermanic 
Recreation Committee The 
committee was provoked tc 
action by city Recreation 
Director John Cioffredi. who 
reached his boiling point on the 
recurring park vandalism a 
week before 

Cioffredi has said vandalism 
this year at the park has 
surpassed that of recent years, 
amounting to over a thousand 
dollars worth of repairs in the 
last few months 
Cioffredi initially said he 
intended to lay down a dusk-to - 
dawn curfew at the park, which 
would prohibit any activity there 
after sunset.

The Recreation Committee 
met in consider suggestions 
From Recreation Director John 
Ciof fredi. They i no tuded t he 
lights, the parking ban and the 
hiring of a special officer to 
patrol the park.

Rutland Boxing Team in Impressive Debut

BURLINGTON - Mike Mee 
and Rernie Miles scored first 
round technical knockouts and

The city may cel dose to 
in federal and state 
money for the first stage of a 
master recreation plan at Pine 
Hill Park, city officials said 
Wednesday. 

Mayor Gilbert G Godnick 
received word from the 
Vermont League of Cities and 
Towns reporting on tentative 
approval of a $31 000 in federal 
Bureau of Recreation money. 
State and local matching funds 
to bring the total tq $68,000 
would be required, with the 
city paying about $10,000, and 
the state, the remaining 35 per 
cent. Godnick said. 

City Recreation Director 
JohnCioffredi was also hopeful 
of receiving the money, but 
held off comment until 
confirmation of the grant from 
the state 

The money would be used to 
develop athletic and recreation 


fields, including baseball and 
softball fields, and to build an 
entrance road and parking 
area 

The work would stand as a 
first step toward a $669,000 
master plan for [he recreation 
area at Pine Hill designed by 
Allen Organization of Glens 
Falls! N-Y for the city last 
summer. 

That plan would see a 
massive recreation complex at 
Pine Rill including the athletic 
fields, tennis courts, ploy area 


and day camp, trails, gardner 's 
house, nature center, 
children's zoo. picnic area and 
a public, covered ice skating 
rink. 

The city has filed the master 
plan with the state, along with 
the estimated $669,000 coat 
figure Federal money 
available for all of Vermont's 
recreation projects this year 
totals only $469,000 

Godnick read the letter 
from the League Wednesday 
while introducing Gretchcn 
Morgan.

’■For once, there’s some good 
news.” Mayor Godnick said as he 
disclosed on Wednesday that Rutland 
had received tentative approval of a 
$34,000 federal grant from the Bureau 
of Recreation for the first step In a 
$669,006 master plan for development 
of a recreation area in Pine Hill Park, 
The gift of former Mayor and State 
Sen. Henry Carpenter. Pine Hill Park 
has long been one of the city's major 
potential assets, undeveloped bul 
readily adaptable to a variety of 
recreational uses. The long range plan 
includes athletic fields, tennis courts, 
play area and day camp and other 
facilities While gestures have been 
made in the past toward using the park 
for other purposes, including housing 
developments, the city is fortunate 
that the park has been kept intact as 
intended by Mayor Carpenter 
Mo one knows what future growth is 
in store for Rutland, but Pine Rill Park 


should always be there for recreational 
use of the public not only of the city but 
the surrounding area. 

The current plan for recreational 
development will undoubtedly recall to 
many Ru Handers the abortive 
volunteer eflort to develop Rocky Pond 
for recreational use in the early 
Fifties. The Rocky Pond project was 
an extraordinary community 
undertaking in which service dubs, 
other groups and individuals joined 
with the Chamber of Commerce in 
building a beach development at Rocky 
Pond Highly successful as a joint 
community effort in the building, it 
was never successfully operated, and 
after a brief existence fell prey to 
vandalism and financial problems. 

But bitter memories of Rocky Pond 
should not blight the current program 
which represents a joint effort by 
local, state and federal agencies.

He noted the city could not 
force other towns to pay for 
their residents playing in 
Rutland leagues, but by 
charging the players 
themselves, he felt pressure 
could be brought on other 
municipalities. 

‘ These other towns aren't 
doing a damn thing for 
recreation." Carbine said- "If 
we start charging the 
individual adults who use our 
league for recreation, they will 
bring enough pressure on these 
towns to get them to pay , " 

Committee member Walter 
Moore noted Rutland Town and 
Mendon presently contribute to 
the upkeep of the city's library 
in return for their citizens’ use 
of the facility, so other towns 
should contribute directly or 
indirectly for their residents' 
recreational participation. 

It was estimated between 150 
and 175 of the 450 men 
participating in the city 
softball league are from 
outside Rutland and nearly 40 
per cent of those in the 
basketball leagues are not 
residing in Lhe city. 

Carbine also noted the city 
could make its softball, football 
and basketball programs 
nearly self-supporting by 
doubling the team entrance 
fees to £80. 

Recreation Director John 
Cioffredi said he would draw up 
formal recommendations for 
both moves and, if the 
committee approves them, as 
seems likely, he could have 
them implemented by the 
beginning of football season 
this fall

Revised Zone: 
Small Changes 


By ROBERT D. KAPLAN 

Except for anticipated 
limited development ir 
outlying areas, the newlv 
proposed zoning regulations for 
Rutland City offer nothing new 
beyond sharper definition of 
already existing structures. 

City Zoning Administrator 
James Crandall said Monday 
that the 51-page proposal 
finished in May by the Rutland 
City Planning Commission will 
feature three new residential 
areas in the northwest section 
of the city, including th e Pine 
Hill Park ar^a the area south 
and west of Otter Creek, and a 
major segment east of Stratton 
Road and south of Allen Street. 

Crandall emphasized that 
much of those areas, such as 
the Pine Hill Park s ection, will 
be open to new development in 
name only, since the park 
section, and other presently 
defined rural areas within the 
city owned by private 
individuals, will almost 
definitely not be developed. 

The type of new structures 
the document has in mind are 
primarily one-and two-story 
planned units, meaning 
condominiums and garden 
apartment complexes with 
central recreation facilities. 

The new proposal, which will 
be subjected to a public hearing 
on August 8. also -included 
provisions for high-rise 
apartments in all present and 
newly defined residential areas 
and provisions for mobile home 
parks in the area south of 
Curtis Avenue. 

But on these features too. 
Crandall said he didn't expect 
new development. 

The plan, which is the first 
such revision of city zoning 
ordinances since 1967. also 
includes an a wire ind y detailed 
definition of present business 
areas here.

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A Band And 
Missionaries 
Spread Love — 
But Few 
Are There 
To Listen

Armed with a stack of Bibles and an accordion, two 
elderly ladies in black military attire planted their feet 
firmly on the Main Street City Park gazebo Sunday evening 
and began to dd what they have often done here for the past 
18 months — preach about Jesus. 

And preach they did. 

Brig. Thelma Bassett and Lt. Linda MacArthur, both 
members of the Rutland Salvation Army unit on 32 
Merchants Row. have been singing and talking about their 
brand of Christianity almost every Sunday evening during 
the summer at the park 

During the winters, the two women normally preach at 
corner of Merchants Row and West Street.they said.Mrs. 
Bassett said the Salvation Army has been engaged in this 
type of activity since its founding in 1885 
"Sunday at 6 p.m.. they were accompanied by the Bible 
Believing Beth Shalom Body Band, a musical group of six 
local young people who play gospel music. 

Mrs. Bassett said she preaches basic religion, 
encompassing all denominations of Christianity. When 
asked about her feelings on other religions, such as 
Buddhism. Islam and Judaism. Mrs. Bassett shook her head 
fiercely and said: 

“Oh no. we don’t recognize those beliefs just because they 
are merely religions They don’t have the Savior. Jesus is 
the only real Savior. And we've got him.” 

Mrs. Bassett, who claimed to have been preaching 
Christianity over 50 years, said all persons are born in sin 
and need to be reborn spiritually during their lives. 

Referring to the musical group, she said .

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Senior Citizens Applaud 
Liberty Union Candidate

Only three of 30 Rutland 
senior citizens said they had 
heard of the Liberty Union 
Party Wednesday when they 
met U.S. senatorial candidate 
Bernard Sanders at the senior 
center here, but they sure knew 
about it when he left. 

“Well. I learned a lot of 
things from this,” said one 
senior leader. 

“How could you help it? He 
told us all a lot more than the 
other fellows,” responded 
another. 

One woman asked Sanders if 
the Liberty Union news sheet 
he had distributed carried the 
names of the party’s full slate 
of candidates this year. 

“I want to know who I’m 
going to vote for,” she said 
emphatically. 

Sanders introduced himself 
with a definition of his party: 

We started four years ago on 
a belief that the Democrats and 
Republicans don’t do enough 
for the ordinary person, for the 
senior citizen, because they 
both represent the same 
group of people. " 

What group of people? 

“The banks, the 
corporations. The Democrats 
and Republicans aren’t too 
worried about the guys down 
below," he said. 

Then, to illustrate his central 
concern that too few people 
control America, the fiery - 
eyed candidate started ticking 
off the stock holdings of his 
favorite corporate bugaboo, the 
Chase Manhattan Bank, and its 
.controlling family, the 
Rockefellers. 

“One family, the 


Rockefellers, control three out 
of the six largest banks in the 
country,three out of the four 
largest insurance companies." 
he said. 

“One family controls Exxon, 
Mobil, Standard Oil of 
California. Standard Oil of 
Indiana, and Marathon. That’s 
not right,” he said. 

“When we go through school, 
we think General Electric is 
one company and Union 
Carbide is another, but it’s not 
so, thev are run by the same 
people. And the small, 
individual businessman is 
being driven out of business by 
these huge conglomerates,” he 
said. 

He continued: “David 
Rockefeller’s Chase Manhattan 
Bank holds the controlling 
stock in American Telephone 
and Telegraph, which in turn 
controls New England 
Telephone. It is the largest 
stockholder in CBS, NBC, and 
third largest holder in ABC. So. 
if you don’t find out what's 
happening in the world some 
nights, that why. 

“Chase Manhattan controls 
General Electric, and Union. 
Carbide, both of which have 
large plants in Vermont, and 
has major holdings in Ford Co.. 
Chrysler and Westinghouse," 
he said. 

Sanders dispelled the myth of 
competition between major 
airlines in the country. 

“You all watch the ads on 
television for competing 
airlines. But do you know that 
Chase Manhattan is the major 
stockholder in United Airlines.

\merican Airlines, National 
Mrlines, and Northwest 
Airlines?" Sanders asked. 

“The basic problem is that so 
few people control the price 
you pay. the wages you earn, 
and even your social security. 
They also own some 
politicians.” he said. 

Sanders asked the group to 
change the power structures by 
telling the political candidates 
they will no longer get votes 
unless they stop supporting the 
interests of big business or 
sympathizing with utility rate 
increases." 

“Corporate profits are 
soaring as never before, and 
the people below are worse off 
than ever. " he said. 

He explained that while New 
England Telephone is fighting 
for a 23 per cent rate increase 
here, its parent company. 
AT&T, took in a record profit 
last year of $3 billion. 

He cited the ownership of 
Vermont’s utilities, also 
seeking rate increases. The top 
ten owners are all out-of-state 
concerns, and seven of the ten 
are major banks and 
corporations, he said. 

“Liberty Union has been 
fighting utility and electric 
rate increases, and so l?* 
we've been successful 
holding them off, "he said. 

“Meanwhile corporate 
profits are up 30 per cent, the 
owners are getting richer, the 
middle people are having 
trouble surviving, and the poor 
are not making it all 
anymore,” he asserted. 

“They are taking you all for 
granted. Use your vote," he 
charged. 

Sanders entertained 
questions following his talk, but 
got none. 

“How can anyone ask 
questions?” one’ woman 
inquired.“He already gave us 
all the answers. " 

Sanders chatted with a few 
people about some personal 
gripes, directing them to

As Police Chief Stuart D. 
Jenne flounders in a sea of 
charges about the 
mismanagement and inaction 
of his department, the Board of 
Aide mien is preparing a lead- 
filled lifejacket to throw him. 

The board Monday voted to 
ask the chief formally "why he 
has not enforced the law in 
Main Street Park." 

And the beleaguered Jenne 
came up for criticism on 
another issue, unwillingness to 
open his department to 
investigation as part of a police 
commission study , 

The major attack was 
leveled ' by Alderman Ethel 
Stearns, who charged that the 
chief refuses to uphold city 
ordinances prohibiting the 
drinking of alcoholic beverages 
in the park. Mrs. Stearns runs 
the park information booth. 

"Sunday 700 or 800 people 


stopped by the information 
booth and made remarks about 
the park where they folder 
teenagers ) were sitting around 
drinking beer. wine and liquor 
and making all kinds of noise." 
she said. "This has been going 
on for a long time, and Chief 
tJohn L.) Dinn used to move 
them out. but Chief Jenne says 
there is nothing he can do. " 

When Mrs. Stearns 
recommended an ordinance 
prohibiting drinking be drawn 
up so Jenne could move, she 
was quickly told by Alderman 
Walter N. Moore such a statute 
was already on the books. 

The section of the ordinances 
prohibiting such activity was 
read to the board, and Mrs, 
Stearns asked it be sent to the 
Chief for "his information." 

"'He already knows this." 
Board President J, Fred 
Carbine said. 

"Then why doesn’t he do 


something? ", Mrs, Stearns 
retorted.

He said he tried two years 
ago to have the 
superintendent or other 
recreation officials patrol 
the park and was voted down 
by the board. 

He noted a request for a 
l foot patrol beat for the area 
met a similar fate and he 
felt the final solution of 
using a juvenile officer had 
worked out well.

Frank Maranville, 
charged that Rutland was not 
keeping its bargain to place 
125,000 a year in revenue - 
sharing money aside for 
construction of the center. 

"If we have not been short 
changed, we have at least been 
neglected,’' he said. "The city 
was supposed to put the money 
aside over four years, but as of 
Aug, 23. only 622.000 was 
actually set aside for the 
building fund, and we are into 
the third period." 

Getting heavy verbal support 
from his followers, Maranville 
said the present center is a 
"fire trap" and is unsuited for 
use by senior citizens because 
of its steps and general layoul- 

,J The present structure is a 
fire trap by our own fire chief's 
inspection and standards. 1 ’ he 
said. "Since a center would 
have little or no use for a 
basement or second floor, we 
think a one-story ground-level 
building could be constructed 
quicklv on the city’s Temple 
Street lot." 

Maranville also said the 
present location under the 
former Unitarian Church on 
West Street forced the elderly 
to share kitchen and bathroom 
facilities with a "’group of 
questionable character. ’’ 

He said older women went to 
use the rest room recently and 
found it was being used as a 
dressing room for players 
practicing for a Southern 
Vermomnt Women's Health 
Center benefit play. 

“We compliment the speedy 
way you took care of the 
Downtown Development 
Committee improvement 
requests and hope you will do 
the Same for us now,"’ 
Maranville said, "There are 
4.000 seniors In Rutland now, 
and we hope you can move 
speedily to put this project on 
the drawing board." 

Alderman Paul A. Bienvenu 
told Maranville the project was 
moving along quickly and on 
time, and his figures were 
misleading. 

"Last year the Revenue 
Sharing Committee and the 
mayor voted to put 622,504 in 
escrow and used 67,000 for a 
senior citizens bus. and this 
year we recommended another 
625,000 be put in escrow and it 
was approved." he said "So 
far, in excess of $47,000 has been 
placed in the budget and 
earmarked for the center, so 
we’re right on schedule " 

Alderman Walter N. Moore 
added that architects have 
already been contacted by the 
city and plans are being 
examined. 

"ft's not smart to start 


building without enough 
money." he said. 

Moore said the city "was not 
putting off" work on the 
center, but going about it in a 
way agreed to by Maranville 
and his group. 

(There are some factions of 
the city's senior citizens 
community claiming 
Maranville and his followers do 
not speak for all those affected, 
and who would like to see the 
money spent for low-cost 
housing and other projects. 1 

Aldermen Peter N. Louras 
and Luigi Sabataso drew 
applause from the crowd when 
they pushed for "quicker 
action" and got the board to 
agree to have a special 
committee look into the 
question. 

Maranville had also 
suggested a bonding 
referendum be placed on the 
November ballot to finance the 
project, but withdrew that 
stand alter the meeting when 
reminded bonding would also 
increase his properly taxes.

City officials denied Tuesday 
they r had allowed the West 
Street senior citizens center to 
remain open even though it is a 
“fire trap." 

Both eit Budding Inspector 
James Crandall and Fire Chief 
Alfred H. Koitonski maintained 
the center, located in the 
Unitarian Universalist 
Fellowship's basement, was fit 
for use and rebuffed charges 
they had allowed it to slay open 
as a favor to the seniors. 

It had been charged at 
Monday’s Board of Aldermen's 
meeting that the center was 
dangerous, but had been 
allowed to remain open 
because there was no other 
place in the city to locate it. 


"The present quarters are a 
fire trap by our own fire chief’s 
inspection and standards," 
Frank Maranville, senior 


citizens leader, said Monday 
"When the chief made his 


inspection he said Lo me, 'Let's 
not look anymore because if 1 
find any more violations, I'11 
have to close you up.’ That’s 
how bad it is.’ 1 


Maranville had shown up at 
the aldermen's meeting with 
approximately 50 supporters in 
an attempt to get the board 
moving faster on construction 
of a new center and had made 
some strong statements about 
the present site and city 
operations. 

When a reporter went to 
inspect the center Tuesday, the 
senior citizens had more 
complaints about the “hippies 
upstairs’’ than about fire 
hazards and even Maranville 
had changed his tune. 

“I only remember a few 
details ol the inspection,' 1 he 
said. T guess the chief said if 
he found much more he would 
have to close it up, but I guess 
be didn't find much more 
because it's still open. He did 
have a clipboard full of stuff, 
though.' 1 

Maranville said he 
remembered the chief had a 
“long list" of violations, but 
when pressed for details, he 
could only remember that the 
exit lights needed light bulbs 
and lire walls and a fire door 


were supposed to be in' ~aUec 
around the furnace room. 

While he claimed many of the 
conditions still existed, 
Crandall, Koitonski and church 
officials said they had been 
mostly cleared up 
“I think Mr. Maranville over 
exaggerated the situation.” 
Crandall said. “The last time 
the center was inspected was 
sometime in the spring, and to 
my knowledge the things found 
wrong were cared for.” 

Crandall admitted the 
present center "isn't 
desirable” because of the 
entrance stairs, weak floors 
and cramped quarters, but said 
the picture isn't “as drastic” 
as Maranville said. 

’There were violations. They 
were listed, and a rff'.nspection 
found them correyled," he 
said. j 

Koitonski agreed the 
problems were either taken 
care of or about to be and had 
an even stronger response to 
Maranv ille's charges 
"I never made any such 
statement . I would never make

Rutland senior citizens don't 
have lo worry anymore about 
their West Street center being 
a fire trap. After Nov. 1, there 
won’t be any center, 

And unless the future 
improves from the way it 
appeared Tuesday, there won't 
be any Senior Citizens Center 
anywhere in Rutland. 

The Unitarian Universalist 
Fellowship, which had rented 
space to the city Recreation 
Department lor" the senior 
center voted Sunday to cancel 
the lease, city officials 
announced Tuesday. 

The fellowship asked the city 
to get the center out of its 
church basement in si* weeks. 

According to fellowship 


spokesmen, the congregation 
canceled the lease because the 
city refused to agree to a 
proposed rent increase, and 
added fuel fees and refused to 
clear church sidewalks. 

City officials were still 
stunned by the news, Tuesday. 

“1 received this information 
Monday and sat on it for a day 
to see if the church would 
reconsider,” Recreation 
Director John Cioffredi said, “1 
called again today (Tuesday) 
and it’s definite. There is ho 
possibility of renegotiating an 
agreements 

In a letter dated Sept. 19, the 
church's board of trustees said, 
“In view of the church’s 
financial difficulties," the

The 
Senior Citizens Center entered 
the building four years ago and 
is still paying the same rent, M 

Cioffredi said the center 
moved to the church three 
years ago. 

Taylor, a Vermont Civil 
Liberties Union lawyer, said! 
the center could be moved to 
the old Miller-Knapp store on 
Merchants Row or the Ross- 
Kuntress Building, but 
Cioffredi and Mayor Gilbert G, 
God nick, part owner of that 
building maintained there are 
no suitable locations. 'The 
center had been located in the 
Ross-Huntress Building before 
moving to the church.) 

’ Tve been out trying to find a 
place, but there's nothing we 
could use/’ Cioffredi said. 
“There are no places 
whatsoever to house the center 
until such time as a real one 
can be built," 

Godnick agreed the pickings 
were slim, noting the older 
houses available would have to 
be substantially improved to 
meet health and safety 
standards for senior citizens 
centers. 

The mayor said he had begun 
investigating possible federal 
construction grants to get the 
center’s building program 
moving, but he said a new 
center was still two years off, 
even if money was available. 

"It takes time to draw up the 
grant, put the project out to bid 
and get the building built," he 
said. ‘For now we have to 
come up with someplace for 
the senior citizens: we can’t 
just let the program die.” 

Cioffredi pledged the 
program wouldn’t die, even if 
it had to be moved into the city 
recreation center. 

“The program will not die. It 
I have to operate the program

out of this building, I will,” he 
said. ’’But, with alt the stoves 
and equipment, it will be 
difficult to do because we 
would have lo provide storage 
space and make sure all their 
stuff was turned off before the 
kids come.” 

Cioffredi bemoaned the short 
notice given by the church, but 
Taylor said six weeks was 
plenty of time to relocate, 

“It's not extremely difficult 
to get everything out in six 
weeks, and we honestly feel 
finding another site is the city’s 
problem," Taylor said, “We 
nave been trying to renegotiate 
a lease for the last six months, 
and our relationship with the 
center had been under 
discussion for the past year.'’ 

Cioffredi hinted he had 
expected such action 
eventually, but was “shocked" 
that the “period of time was SO 
short." 

He did admit he would have 
done the same thing to the 
church, had a better site been, 
found, however. 

“We never had a lease: it 
was a verbal understanding, 
because we were never totally 
satisfied with the building and 
wanted to be able to get out if 
we found a better place,” 
Cioffredi said, “If we had found 
another place, we wouldn’t 
have stuck around there." 

It was this type of attitude 
that forced the church into its 
move* according to Taylor. 

He said the city has been 
paying a month rent for 
the last four years and has done 
nothing to aid jn improvements 
and building maintenance over 
that period. 

“Almost a year ago we 
discussed a leasing agreement 
providing a more equitable 
arrangement and prepared a 
proposed lease to regularize 
the arrangement," Tayfor said. 
”We submitted a variety of 
revisions, hut when the city 
rejected the lease two weeks 
ago, the board felt it could no 
longer bear to subsidize the 
city.” 

The church had asked for a 
S25 a month rental increase, 
the addition of a fuel cost 
adjustment clause through 
which the city would pick up a 
portion of increased fuel costs 
and a commitment from the 
city to remove snow from the 
walkways leading to the 
center. 

Taylor noted the church had 
spent nearly (S,W0 improving 
the building for the center and 
had watched fuel costs 
skyrocket 300 per cent over the 
last four years. 

The city would only agree to 
the rental hike, however, which 
went into effect in July but was 
never paid because the city 
didn’t receive a bill.

It looks like the city's senior 
citizens will not only gel to stay 
in their present West Street 
center for the next six months, 
but will get a new one by the 
end of next year, 

The Unitarian Universalist 
Fellowship's Board of 
Directors notified the citv 
Monday it was willing to 
negotiate a six month lease 
and Mayor Gilbert G. Godnick 
said that would give him 
enough time to get the center 
building program under way.

Senior Center 
Hope Glimmers

It appears the Senior Citizens 
Center could be granted a new 
lease on life, but its landlord 
still must make up its mind. 

After weeks of charges, 
counter charges and 
complaints of 

“misrepresentations," city 
officials met with Unitarian 
Universal 1st Fellowship 
representatives Tuesdav to see 
if a leasing arrangement could 
be worked out to postpone the 
Nov. 1 eviction notice served 
earlier on the center. 

While most disputes were 
settled, the church group 
Tuesday was not empowered to 
make any decision, so the city 
will have to wait for a Sunday 
church trustee meeting before 
receiving a final answer. 

The city has at read v agreed 
to pay an additional $26 per 
month rent and Tuesday also 
decided to shovel the center 's 
walkway, plow its driveway 
and pay 60 per cent of any 
increase in the church's 
heating bill over last year, 

In return, Recreation 
Director John Cioffredi asked 
the church to repair the 
center’s front stairs, assume 
liability for any injuries caused 
by poor building construction 
and grant the center exclusive 
rights during the week to the 
area it rents. 

The church group seemed 
amenable to the terms 
although it had asked the citv 
to pick up 73 per cent of the fuel 
cost increase, representatives 
however, noted they did not 
have the power to make any 
binding agreement. 

“There are two areas we 
would like to meet and discuss 
and we will come back to you ” 
church representative Robert 
Dombrosaid. "Sunday we have 
a Board of Directors’meeting, 
and people from the church will 
be there, and we will bring this 
material to them. At that time 
we will make a decision." 

The church has three 
alternatives to accepting 
Tuesday 's terms: It can decide 
not to grant a lease and evict 
the seniors on Nov. I, it can 
decide not to draw up a lease 
but continue negotiations, or it 


can turn the seniors out, but 
gram the center an extension of 
time to move.

Man of Many Faces 
T o.Foi 1 Halloween?

One of the /greatest escape artists in the history of 
Vermont made his 37th escape from the Rutland 
Community Correctional Center several weeks ago, local 
officials reported. 

He has many aliases, but the most famous is "Mr. Jack 
O’Lantern" His real identity is unknown, but he is believed 
to bo a resident of this area. 

Mr. Jack O’ Lantern, for many years a menace to 
residents of the Rutland area, made his most recent escape 
by impersonating Mayor Gilbert Godnick and speeding from 
the Correctional Center on a bicycle headed toward Proctor. 

It was not learned that Q'Lantern was missing from the 
Center until several days later when someone thought to be 
Louis Salander was spotted drinking beer at the bar of the 
Back Hume Cafe.

Rutland parents, 
however, can be proud of the fact that their children saw f 
through the disguise and realized it was simply another of 
Jack O’Lantern v s efforts to sabotage the Halloween Parade. 

Recently, O'Lantern impersonated a pilot at Rutland 
Airport and took off in an airplane. He zoomed around in the 
skv over Rutland for several hours imprinting a smoke 
message in the sky which hints at his true identity: 

“FOR ONE STRAIGHT WEEK THE HEADLINES 
SCREAMED 

THE ANSWER TO THE PROBLEM WOULD NOT BE 
GLEANED 

THE MAYOR EXPECTED ME TO RESIGN 

BUT HOW COULD I PUT MY FUTURE ON THE LINE?” 

O’Lantern finally brought the plane down in a field south 
of Rutland. The culprit is still at targe, confusing residents 
with his stupid tricks. 

Police Chief Jenne has appointed Cioffredi special deputy, 
to organize a city wide man hunt, Cioffredi announced that 
he would offer a bounty to a Rutland elementary school 
student who can determine O’ Lantern’s true identity before 
the Halloween Parade Oct. 2 6. Cioffredi said he fears for the 
very existence of the parade if O’Lantern is not caught, but 
he is pessimistic about the chances of O'Lantern's real 
identity being discovered in time. 

Cioffredi said, however, that a bounty prize of a shiny new 
bicycle from Grants Department Store, used only once, 
when O’Lantern made his famous escape from the 
Correctional Center, is offered to whoever can identify 
O'Lantern. and second and third prizes will also be 
awarded.

The Rutland Recreation 
Department recently 
introduced three self- 
defense kung fu. classes into 
its winter activities 
program.

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Cit^Driven to Court, 
By Motorcycle Dispute

The city’s three-wheeled 
motorcycle, once called the 
“ice-cream wagon'' as it 
patrolled city streets, has 
become the center of a fight in 
district court between the city 
and a local motorcycle shop 
The city went to C and D 
Chopper on Strongs Avenue 
Thursday night to retrieve the 
cycle, after receiving 
permission from Judge 
Edward G McClallen of 
Rutland District Court. 

However, the city was also 
forced to post an $800 bond with 
the court before it could get the 
bike. 

The city is refusing to pay an 
almost $400 bill for the bike 
that the shop's owner. Ben 
Charleton. claims is owed him 
for storage of the bike since 
Sept. 15.1973. , . 

Charleton's story clashes 
with Mayor Gilbert G. 
Godnick. who Thursday said 
the city had tried to retrieve 
the bike several times but was 
unable to. The fault was with 
Charleton. not the city. 
Godnick claims. 

At the Thursday court 
session. Atty. James P. Carroll 
represented Charleton, and 
City Atty Richard Norton 
argued the city’s side. 

The city contends Charleton 
could not charge storage for 
the vehicle because he never 
informed anyone that storage 
would be charged. 

Charleton countered there is 
a sign in his shop informing 
everyone that a $1-per-day 
storage fee is charged for 
every bike left in the shop. 

Atty. Carroll noted in court 
Wednesday the city tows 
vehicles from the streets and 
charges the same storage rate 
without issuing prior warning 
a fact city officials did not 
deny. . . 

Carroll and Norton have been 
given several days to file 
memoranda of law before the 
judge makes his decision on 
who is right. 

The judge will be deciding 
whether the city was given 
notice of the storage charge, 
and also whether there is a 
need for prior notification of a 
storage charge, according to 
Carroll. 


Norton said the judge's 
decision would probably come 
quite soon, but did note "the 
very heavy schedule" faced by 
the court.' , .. . . 

The mayor said the city had 
tried to get the bike back 
several times but could find no 
one at the shop. Charleton said 
the city had made no real 
effort. . 

Charleton said the city had 
brought the bike in for work 
early last year, and the shop 
had fixed the bike and charged 
the city $195 

He added that shortly 
afterward the city brought 
back the bike with a dead 
battery Charleton said the 
shop replaced the batter)' but 
the city never came to get the 
bike. . 

Charleton said the city then 
left the bike throughout the 
winter having no need for it. 
and, on finally coming to pick 
up the bike, refused to pay for 
the winter storage 
He said the city offered to 
settle for $100 and he agreed. 
But then the city reneged on 
that offer, he said. 

Charleton said he had refused 
to release the bike at least once 
to the citv because the city had 
lagged so long in paying the 
first bill "It took them oyer 
two months to pay the first 
bill." said Charleton 
Godnick's story differed 
greatly from Charleton's. with 
the mayor saying city 
employes had been to the shop 
several timesto get the bikebut 
the shop was always closed 
Charleton said the shop had 
been closed during the day last 
year, but was always open 
during the evening and later 
hours , .

3 uestions involved, but the 
istrict court has jurisdictior 
in local civil matters up to £ 
certain dollar limit, and tru 
motorcycle matter center 
around a figure less than tha 
amount.

Aldermen Finally 
ApR/r°v e Center 
Ld^ase Agreement 


The city’s senior citizens can 
breathe easier today. 

The city and the Unitarian 
Universal 1st Fellowship have 
agreed to a 10 'month lease for 
the present Senior Citizens 
Center in the church basement, 
At Monday's Board of 
Aldermen meeting, City 
Attorney Richard Norton 
presented a lease signed bv 
church officials and the board 
authorized Mayor Gilbert G. 
Godnick to do the same for the 
city. 

The lease's terms follow 
closely what had previously 
been negotiated by citv and 
church officers 
The city will pay $225 
monthly, pick up 60 per cent of 
any increased fuel costs, clear 
all walkways and driveways 
used by the center and provide 
liability insurance for the 
center. 

The church will grant senior 
Citizens exclusive rights to the 
center, except for kitchen and 
bathrooms. Monday through 
Friday, reimburse the city 60 
per cent of any decrease in fuel 
costs, give the center two 
parking spaces, clear snow 
from the parking spaces and 

f irovide its own liaMiLy and 
ire insurance. 

The church retains the right 


to use the center Saturday and 
Sunday for its own purposes or 
rent it out to others. Provision 
was also made for the seniors 
to rent out the center on 
weekends if needed, 

The agreement was 
retroactive to Oct. 1 and runs 
until June 30,1575. 

Its acceptance and approval 
put an end to months of 
arguments, charges and 
countercharges that almost 
saw the center ejected on Nov 

After the initial flock of 
indictments, cooler heads 
prevailed and the final 
agreement was worked out. 

The lease assures the seniors 
a center until July and gives 
the city a chance to begin 
working on a new center. 

Mayor Gilbert G. Godnick 
already has said he will divert 
extra revenue sharing funds lo 
the center’s building fund next 
year in the hopes construction 
can begin on a new center 
within a year. 

The present center will only 
house the seniors for a portion 
of the estimated construction 
time, but programs can be run 
in the city recreation center 
after they leave the present 
quarters and until a new one is 
built.
